In connection with the considerstion of the question of land 
disarmament by the Washington Conference and statements made 
iby the United States in regard to the strength of the British army, 

tis authoritatively pointed out that the Army Estimates for 1932-2 
provided for a total strength of 425,000, consisting of 201,000 British 


and 84,000 Colonial and native as distinct from Dominion, troops, 
75,000 for the British army in India, and 55,000 war-time sick aad 


wounded in process of demobilisation. The total fixed for January 1 


has already been greatly rednoed owing to many discharges. 
U.S. Representative Declares Progress Exceeds 
Expectations. 
; Washington, November 22. 
At the opening of the third plenary sitting Mfr. Hughes (U.S. 


.. Secretary of State) declared that the first week's progress regarding 


disarmament bed been gratifying, while the deliberations on Far 
Eastern questions had more than realised expectations. 

’ Tho Conference proceeded to discuss land disarmament. M. 
Briand declared that France, more than any other country was 
eager to turn her attention to means of securing pzace. Neverthelvss, 
he eloquently depicted the state of affairs which would ensce if 
France were disarmed in the face of a hostile Germany. He feared 
a return by Germany to a militaristic policy. M. Briand paid « 
tributa to Dr. Wirth's, sincerity, but declared that while the German 
working classes undoubsedty desired peace, as long as tho military 
party, led by Ludendorff, was preaching war as the keystone of 
German policy, every vigilance wan necesszry, because Germany 
could raise six or sven million men within a few weeks. 


French Premier’s Guarded Support. 


M. Briand urged the creation of a peace atmosphere besides re- 
ducing armaments. He reminded the Conference that Germany had 
been disarmed before by Napoleon. “M. Briand declared that, as an 
example of European instability, Rossi was waiting to attack 
Poland. He further declared. that the French Government will 
shortly halve the period of military service, which would be tant- 
amoant to halving the Army. “This,” concluded the French Pre. 
mier impressively, "is France's offering towards peace. - 


Mr. Balfour’s Support of M. Briand. 


Mr. Balfour described the speech as a candid explanation of 
France's anxieties, which would be fully appreciated by everyone at 
the Conference. " 

He added tha’ it must sadly be acknowledged that M. Briand’s 
address was not immediately bopeful for the solution of therquestion 
of land disarmament, but the cause now impelling France was the 
cause for which Britsin fought and in which Britain still believed. 

Mr, Balfour also declared that it would be a tragedy if France 
wore left in mora} isolation, and,-io the interests of the world’s peace. 
France must be guarded agsinst any dominating policy by her 
Eastern neighbour, 


Japanese Delegate on Land Armament,

national fiscal and financial 
problems. . 

-*“T do not wish to say that wa 
are on the threshold of aay 
boom,” Mr. Hoover said, We 
have a long way to go to get back 
to economic stability.: We have 
yet to go through with much 
readjustmentin price levels, but 
we are definitely on the road. 

“Except for our’ foreign 
busicess in agricultural produce 
there ia little satiafaction in the 
position of our foreign trade, I 
do not prapose to enter into even 
acatalogus of the obstructions to 
its recovery, but the first of these 
is the destructive effect of violent 
fluctuations in foreign exchance. 
No one with reason expects 
foreign currencies to return to 
prewar parties over many years, 
bar it. is certain that until we 
can secure some measure of 
stability from month to month, 
or that there ishope of our foreign 
tradeofany other country retaro- 
ing to normal. 

FORMER PLANS HAVE PAILED. 

“We havehad many plans pro- 
posed for gainin< stability in ex- 
change relationships, most of 
them revolving aroundtre issue 
of fiat paper of some kind. Allof 
them are opiates of commerce. 
‘All of them fail to take into 
account the primary basis upon 
which stability must’ be erected. 
That is, the individual nations of 
the world must balance their 
budgets and cease the processes 
of inflation. There canbeno hope 
of stabilization in aoy of the 
‘world’s exchanges so long as 
inflation continues in so coa- 
siderable part of the world. 

“Unless our commercial com- 
munity is willing in some way 
to interest itself in the couctries 
struggling with Gscal financial 
problems, we roust exp2ct to say 
many thousand fold in the loss 
of export markets and in the 
employment of our people. 

“Tt we survey the situstion of 
Europe in these respects first the 
problem that confronts us is the 
situation in Germany. The selu- 
tion of this question rests solely 
upon the wisdom of reparation ad- 
justment. It should not be beyond 
the intelligence of the hamanrace 
to secure such a solotion of this 
matter 23 would result in some 
stabilizing of ths German mark: 
Better arrangementof this ma'ter 
must take priority if we are to see 
stability in acy of the European 
currencies.” 

Other countries, Mr. Hoover 
declared, have additional prob- 
lems, such as _ unbalanced 
budgets acd economic barriers to 
trade. 

“The great’ backs of issue are 
the guardians of stability in cur- 
rencies,” Mr. Hoover continued. 
“It would appear to m> that 
these. institations—the Federal 
Reserve, the Bank of England, 
tha. Bank of France, the Bank of 
Arosterdam and the Banks of Italy 
and Spain—consider: tbat it is 
witbin their province to concert 
some uncficial plan leading to re- 
establishment of this primary 
condition of economic life. Their 
guidance and supervision indeed 
might encourage not only iocal, 
bat such private foreign capital 
as may be necessary to currency 
rshevilitation in each case. And 
through such action there might 
be sore guidance in fiscal policies 
in. some of these countries that 
are. the very promise of stability. 

“Due to, the many political 
currents that flow through all this 
area, there seems little prospect 
that this things could be brought 
about by, political ‘action. Yet 
some effort'in these directions 
is at least worth. a plan at the 
hands of the great banks of issue,

come through the difficolt time. 
Te was'in that spirit that they 
must address themselves to ths 
fature if they were to meet it with 
success. , . 

His ‘conception was a very 
sirapla ome. It was the old and 
familiar conception of co-opers- 
tion, the cdnception’ that the 
association of a number of people 
in any anterprise, whether it were 
moral, material or industrial in its 
scope, would acbiete results 
which on their material side 
would be far greater than if they 
were made in isalation, aod which 
on their moral side would produce 
consequences incalculably more 
valeable and incelcolably finer. 
because thay would bave taught 
each icdividual that bis pert ic 
this ‘life could not, if its fullest 
development were to be attained, 
be based on lines of egotism and 
self-ventring. 

He believed the spirit on which 
the exhibition was founded was 
of as good omen and encourage 
ment to the country as was the 
spirit’ which inspired the Boy 
Scout snd Girl Guide movements 
many years ago.

Mistaken Economy. 


Considerable disappointment 
has been caused in British trade 
circles in China by the policy of 
the Home Gorernment in relatioa 
to commercial attaches (writes 3 | 
Times Trade *upplement’s special 
correspondant.) The Commercial 
Diplomatic Service bas been do- 
ing excellant work and has 
proved itself so useful that both | 
in November, 1919, and Novem- 
ber, 1920, at their annual con- 
ferences, the’ Association of 
British Caambers of Commerc> 
passad resolutions urging the 
Government to extend and 
atrengthen it. In 1919 thay ask- 
ed for the addition of secretaries 
and assistants “in order that 
offizers might bea stationed at 
Tientsin, Hankow and Canton, 
and in the following year ex- 
pressed regretthatno steps had 
been taken to give effect to his 
request. . 

Tt is now learnt -that, so far 
fram extending the service, the 
Government has decided to 
diminish it. The office of the 
Commercial Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Hongkong bas, it is re- 
ported, boen definicely. clesed, 
and there appears to be no like- 
fihood whatever of a man being 
appointed instead at any oe of 
the three ports: jast named. Ths 
service is accordingly redaced to 
two men, one stationed here in 
Sbanghai and one in Peking. 

If the offices of either wera, by 
way of compensation. to ba 
strengthened in such a way ast» 
enable the Commercial Counsel- 
lor of Legation here or the Com- 
mercial Secretary of Legation in 
Peking to make regular periodical 
visits to othar ports, merchants, 
realising tbe necessity the 
Government is ander of econom- 
ising, would content themselves 
with the compromise There is, 
however, no indication that the 
Government» intands doing this.

PARADISE. 


—— 


A Chinese View of America. 


Mr. Hau Chung-tze, writing in 
the New York Nution, says: 
China is about to become the pro- 
fiteers” paradise, . thanks to 
America. The plan has two parts 
Ono is the bankers’ Consortium, 
the other tke impeoding China 
Trade Act—bdoth so very good in 
many ways that nobody suspects 
either. Americans ate not dis- 
cossing the Consortium and do 
not even know about the China 
‘Yrade Act, although it has passed 
the House of Representatives and 
a Senste Committee. But the 
Chinese , who are the unwilling 
objects of both schemes, have 
studied them with dismay. 

Tbe Consortium had three ad- 
mirable features. It aimed to 
end the vicious intrigues of’ pro- 
moters and mooylenders in China 
by bringingthe great rivals togeth- 
er and dividing the spoils fairly. 
Ik sought to force oar corrups 
officials to spend Government 
loans wisely’ and oo enterprises 
of public benetit, and it made a 
brave but ludicrous effort to break 
the stranglehold of Japan on 
Manchuria aod” Mongolia. We 
Chinesa hopa that some day the 
Consortium will achieve these 
worthy goals. We tear, though, 
that the one-eyed rulers of Amer- 
ica will spoil everything in their 
zeal to dodge taxes. 

To the Consortium they would 
add the Cnina Trade Act, which 
will make our land a profiteers’ 
paradise. ‘lo have the free use 
of American battleships in China 
aod the support of the State De- 
partment: for the Consortium, 
without paying a ceot of taxes to 
America onthe money and pro- 
perty thus protected—that is no 
simple brick to turn. But the 
Coina Trade Act bids fair to turn 
ik It is provided that every 
Amorican corporstion doiug busi- 
ness in the Far East will be ex- 
empted from all income and ex- 
cess profits taxes on revenues 
derived froci transactions 10 the 
Far Fast. dow do the. one-eyed 
defend this clause? Very oeatly! 
They say toat without it no 
American firm can compete with 
the British or Japanese, because 
the latter have been relieved of 
all home taxes by their obliging 
Government. . :

A BULL AMONG THE CHINA. 


The cables we were enabled to publish yesterday from 
our Shanghai Correspondent giving the text of special 
messages given to him by Lord Northcliffe reveal that his 
Lordship bas had an illuminating trip through Japan and 
Korea and that he has formed opinions very generally 
shared by a large number of Hritishers, Americans and 
Chinese in the Far East. There is nothing startling 
or new in what te says but there is something a little out 
of the ordinary regarding the manner in which it is said 
Most people have been inclined to think these things 
without saying theurbut Lord Northcliffe comes out with 
the straight punch and freely criticises the people whose 
guest he has been. He certainly bas spared the Japanese 
fittle if. anything and bas made,his statement sent from 
Hongkong look hike a dull squib by comparison with bis 
latest utterances. By the way, in another part of to-day’s 
paper will be seen how Lord Northclifie explains away his 
famous Tokyo denial of what transpired here. 


In view of the fact that the Washington Conference]. 


is now sitting aud trying to patch up Far Eastern matters 
we cap scarcely see what useful purpose Lord Northcliffe 
hopes to serve Ly hitting out as he has done. To call the 
Japanese imitaturs of Germans and to accuse them of 
seeking complete domination of China's political policy is 
to offend them; and to say that the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance is being made acloak by the military party in 
Japan and that certain things wou d never have happened 
if that Alliance had mot been in’ existence scarcely makes 
for friendliness of feeling. Lord Northcliffe may think 
he: has a duty to perfurm in saying these things 
(things a great :nany have thought for a long time) 
but he should have sorie regard for the opportantties of 
“the moment and might have left these opinions unexpressed 
until thee bad arisen a direct necessity. We cannot think 
che has helped inatters. It may just be that in bis anxiety 
to please his American friends by getting the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance’ killed he has given his utterance a 
little unwise emphasis.” Similar messages have no doubt 
been flashed round the world by now and we cannot 
imagine the international diplomats at Wasbington meet- 
ing in a spirit of greater trust in Japan because of what 
they will read: and we cannot imagine the politicians of 
London, Tokyo and Peking being any the easier for such 
an expression. His lordship rather appears like the pro- 
yerbial bull in the china shop. rushing in, bellowing and 
smashing when it would be better to be a little more 


reful. toe . _ 
< Canton will possibly thank Lord Northcliffe for bis 
wholesale denunciation of the Peking group and his 
picture of War Lord. Chang Tsolin. He argues that 
Chang not only rules Peking but also the Chinese delegates 
at Washington, and that in. turn Chang is under the 
direct domination of Japan owing to financial and other 
reasons. In-other words, China bas no: government: mn 
Peking which is not free from Japanese influence. Canton 
is indeed put bigh by the comparison and, especially in view 
of Lord Northcliffe's closing regret about non-represent- 
ation at Washington, will possibly make further endeavour 
_ to’secure joreiga recognition. ' If the foreign Powers seek 
to exercise some measure of financial contro} over ‘China, 
will they work through Peking or Canton! That is be-

PEOPLE fFlELPLESS, 
“Wheo China’s four-hundred- 
millions get sore over something, 
it means tha: pretsy much the 
same conditions exist throughout 
the land. 

Such is the casa in this parti- 
cular instance. 

Practically every province has 
its Tuchun, or military governor, 
who carries on as Le tikes, bas 
his own army which generally 
lives off the’ people. since it is 
otherwise virtually unpaid, and 
in every conceivable way plays 
the despot. 

Whether wanted by the people 
of the province or not makes 
little difference. Though nomin- 
ally a republic and a democracy, 
China is inthe bands of a little 
group of czar who allow the 
people no more voice in govern- 
ment than Catherine of Russia 
gave to her subjects. 

Only « leader is Incking for an 
upbeaval.
